TOMATOES 


We have had a lot of calls 
recently about tomatoes dying. 
Good quality tomatoes cannot be 
frown successfully unless there 
is a regular spray schedule, 
especially for diseases. Fun- 
Bicides include Maneb and 
Bravo. If bacterial leafspot 
shows up, a copper material 
should be added. 

Generally speaking, once a 
disease shows up on tomatoes, 
it is too late to begin a spray 
schedule. The key is preven- 
tion rather than trying to cure. 
I am advising those who are 
making additional plantings of 
tomatoes to begin spraying as 
soon as tomatoes begin to bloom 
or even earlier.

Some plants or 
varieties are susceptible to in- 
jury, while others may not ab- 
sorb and translocate the insec- 
ticide effectively.

Lanier says the new pro 
duct is identical to the anti 
venin used to treat humans 
for snake bites. It’s restrec 
ted to snake bites. It’s res 
tricted to use by or on order 
of licensed veterinarians 

Antivenin is processed from 
the serum of horses immunized 
with the Vendm of several 
poisonous snakes. When injec- 
ted intravenously, it‘neutralizes 
the venom present inthe victim 
Tests by 16 veterinarians got 
successful results with dogs 
having mild symptoms and a 
bout 80-percent recovery for 
dogs with acute symtoms

My grandfather, William 
Lawrence Caney Head, called 
Pappaw, was always interest- 
ing to be around, especially to 
the grandchildren. He was al- 
ways doing things that were fun 
to us. 

The older house he owned 
was constantly in need of re- 
pair, and he usually let us 
help him. He didn’t care that 
we bent a lot of nails since 
he considered the experience 
to be helpful. Occasionally 
he hung wallpaper in the house 
and of course we wanted to 
assist. Even though we sel- 
dom matched the patterns in 
the paper, he complimented our 
work so much we thought we 
had done a professional job! 

Pappaw spent a lot of time 
outside during the warm mon- 
ths, especially in the spring, 
and this is still my favorite 
time of the year. He owned 
an old ‘‘push’’ mower and the 
grass was kept short so the 
mowing didn’t get too hard. 
I usually pulled my shirt off 
when helping him but I can 
never remember seeing Pappaw 
without one. 

Mammaw had a ‘‘green 
thumb’’ and she spent hours 
tending to her flowers which 
were the envy of the neigh- 
borhood. Her old-fashioned 
Lilac bush was attractive for 
several months and it was her 
pride and joy. Most of her 
flowers were the perennial 
variety which came up each 
year, but she always planted 
the annua type to fill in the 
rest of the yard.
